Materials  and  Labor  per  Square  of  Tin  Roof. 


A  box  of  tin  plate  14  x  20  will  lack  five  sheets  of  covering  two  squares; 
or  68  sheets  will  cover  one  square.  For  less  than  one  square  the  quantity 
required  may  be  roughly  estimated  by  allowing  6  sheets  for  every  10  square 
feet. 

Calculations  of  materials,  labor,  etc.,  are  not  made  by  the  boxes  of  . 
tin  used,  but  by  the  number  of  squares  (10  feet  x  10  feet,}  of  roof  to  be 
covered.  Four  pounds  of  solder  and  a  pound  and  a  half  of  roofing  nails 
can  generally  be  allowed  to  each  square  In  an  estimate.  A  good  man  will 
lay  from  two  to  three  squares,  according  to  his  industry  and  expertness, 
the  weather  and  other  conditions.  Two  and  a  half  squares  a  day  is 
probably  as  large  a  general  average  per  man  as  oan  be  counted  upon.

Hard  Solder. — Copper,  one  pound  ;  zinc,  eight  ounces. 

Solder  for  Gold.— Gold,  three  pounds ;  silver,  one  pound  ;  copper,  one 
pound. 

Solder  for  Silver,— Copper,  two  pounds;  silver,  one  ounce;  sheet 
brasB,  fifteen  pounds. 

Solder  for  Britannia. — Tin, seven  pounds ;  lead,  four  pounds. 

Bronze  Metal — Zinc,  two  pounds;  tin,  one  pound;  copper,  four 
pounds. 

Britannia  Metal. — Antimony,  one  pound;  tin,  one  hundred  pounds; 
copper,  two  pounds. 

German.  Silver.— Zinc,  five  pounds  ;  copper,  fourteen  pounds;  nickel 
six  pounds.

For  Tinning  Brass. — Water,  four  gallons;  salt,  one  pint;  cream  tar- 
tar, one  pound. 

Cement  for  Stopping  Holes  in  Cast-iron. — Iron  filings,  fifteen  parts; 
sal  ammoniac,  two  parts;  sulphur,  one  part;  ground  or  powdered  stone, 
two  parts  ;  add  water  until  it  is  about  the  consistency  of  common  paste ;  it 
is  then  ready  for  use. 

Acid  for  Soldering  Tin.— Muriatic  acid,  one  part;  add  all  the  zinc  it 
will  dissolve ;  then  add  two  parts  water  and  a  little  sal  ammoniac.

Acid  for  Soldering  Zinc. — Muriatic  acid,  one  pound;  sal  ammoniac, 
two  ounces ;  all  the  zinc  it  will  dissolve ;  water,  three  pints. 

Acid  for  Soldering  Iron. — Muriatic  acid,  one  pound;  sperm  tallow, 
six  ounces ;  sal  ammoniac,  four  ounces. 

Acid  for  Soldering  Gold  and  Silver. — Muriatic  acid,  cne  pound ; 
sperm  tallow,  eight  ounces ;  sal  ammoniac,  eight  ounces. 

Cement  for  Copper-smiths.— Boiled  linseed  oil  and  red  lead,  mixed  to 
the  consistency  of  putty,  is  a  good  cement  for  stopping  joints  and  cracks 
in  copper  pipe. 

Cement  for  Joining  Metals  to  Wood,  Leather  and  Glass. — Rosin,  fifty 
parts ;  burnt  amber,  ten  parts ;  calcined  plaster,  five  parts.  A  little  boiled 
oil  improves  it. 

To  Polish  Zinc  or  any  Metal.— Take  water,  one  gallon;  oxalic  acid, 
eight  ounces ;  powdered  rotten  Btone,  Bix  ounces  ;  powdered  pumice  stone, 
four  ounces  ;  tripoli,  six  ounces.  Apply  with  a  cloth,  and  rnb  with  a  dry 
woolen  cloth.    It  is  excellent  for  tinware.

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USEFUL  ARITHMETICAL  RULES. 


To  find  the  Contents  in  Gallons  of  any  Square  Vessel, — Take  the 
dimensions  in  inches,  and  decimal  parts  of  an  inch  ;  multiply  the  length, 
breadth,  and  height  together,  and  then  multiply  the  product  by  .004329  for 
Wine  gallons,  and  by  .003546  for  Ale  gallons. 

To  find  the  'Contents  in  Gallons  of  any  Cylindrical  Vessel. — Take  the 
dimensions  in  inches,  and  decimal  parts  of  an  inch  ;*  square  the  diameter  ; 
multiply  it  by  the  length  in  inches,  and  then  multiply  the  product  by 
.0034  for  Wine  gallons,  and  by  .002785  for  Ale  gallons. 

To  find  ike  Contents  of  a  Flaring  Vessel, — Square  the  diameter  of 
the  top  and  bottem  ;  add  them  together,  and  divide  the  product  by  2  ;  then 
multiply  the  quotient  by  the  height. 

To  find  the  Circumference  of  a  Circle. — Multiply  the  diameter  by  3.1416. 

To  find  the  Diameter  of  a  Circle.  —  Divide  the  circumference  by  3.1416. 

To  find  the  Area  of  a  Circle — Multiply  the  circumference  by  one- 
fourth  the  diameter. 

To  find  the  Circu?nference  of  an  Oval. — Multiply  one-half  the  sum 
of  the  two  diameters  by  3.1416. 

To  find  the  Area  of  an  Oval.— Multiply  the  diameters  together,  and 
that  product  by  .7854. 

To  find  ike  Area  oj  a  Sector  of  a  Circle.— Multiply  the  length  of  the 
arc  by  half  the  length  of  the  radius. 

To  find  ike  Area  between  two  Circles  having'  the  same  Centre, — Mul- 
tiply the  Bum  of  the  inside  and  outside  diameters  by  the  difference,  and  by 
the  decimal  .7854. 

To  find  the  Area  of  a  regular  Polygon  of  any  number  of  sides. — Mul- 
tiply the  square  of  one-half,  the  distance  from  the  middle  of  the  side  to  the 
centre  of  the  polygon,  and  that  product  by  the  number  of  Bides. 

To  find  the  diameter  or  Circumference  of  a  Circle^  the  Area  being 
known.— Divide  the  area  by  3.1416;  the  square  root  of  the  quotient  will  be 
equal  to  half  the  diameter,  and  the  diameter  multiplied  by  3.1416  will  equal 
the  circumference. 

To  find  the  Side  of  a  Square  that  shall  equal  t/te  Area  of  a  Circle 
of  a  given  Diameter  or  Circumference. — Multiply  the  diameter  of  the 
circle  by  .886227  ;  or  multiply  the  circumference  of  the  circle  by  .282094. 

To  find  the  Diameter  of  a  Circle  that  shall  contain  the  Area  of  a 
given  Square. — Multiply  the  side  of  the  given  square  by  1.12838. 

To  find  the  Side  of  tltc  largest  Square  that  can  be  inscribed  in  a 
Circle  of  a  given  Diameter  or  Circumference. — Multiply  the  given  diame- 
ter by  .707106  ;  or  multiply  the  given  circumference  by  .225079. 

To  find  the  Circumference  of  a  Circle  to  exactly  admit  of  a  Square  of 
a  given  side. — Divide  the  given  side  by  .225079. 

To  find  the  side  of  the  largest  Equilateral  Triangle  that  can  be  in- 
scribed in  a  given  Circle  of  a  Diameter  or  Circumference.—  Multiply  the 
given  diameter  by  .866025  ;   of  the  circumference  by  .275664, 

To  find  the  Contents  of  a  Pyramid  or  of  a.  Cone—  Multiply  the  area 
of  tho  base  by  one-third  of  the  height. 

To  find  the  Surface  of  a  Sphere— Multiply  the  diameter  by  the  cir- 
cumference. 

To  find  the  Contents  of  a  Sphere .  —Multiply  the  cube  of  the  diameter 
by  .523598. 

To  find  the  Area  of  a  Triangle.—  Multiply  the  base  by  half  the  height. 
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
